Head Coach Jen Greeny 


Jen Greeny begins her sixth season at the helm of the Washington State 
University volleyball program in the fall of 2016 with six returning starters 
including All-Pac-12 team selection Kyra Holt and Pac-12 All-Freshman team 
honoree McKenna Woodford. 


Greeny and her staff have tirelessly worked to return the Cougars volleyball 
program to the national prominence it received when Greeny was a player 
and an assistant coach. To that end, the Cougars ranked No. 17 in recruiting 
class rankings from 2013-15 according to PrepVolleyball.com, which includes 
two classes ranked among the Top 21: No. 14 in 2013, and No. 21 in 2015, 
with the 2014 class garnering honorable mention accolades. Among the WSU 
recruits are six PrepVolleyball.com Top 100 players and two Gatorade State 
Players of theYear. Greeny credits her husband and lead recruiter, assistant coach Burdette Greeny, 
with achieving these f ne recruiting classes. 


The Cougars compete in the country’s strongest volleyball conference, the Pac-12 Conference, where 
for the last 16 consecutive seasons the conference has had six or more teams compete in the NCAA 
Championship tournament including the record of 10 teams in 2014. In f ve years, Greeny’s WSU 
teams have posted a 51-8 non-conference record and have produced the best two-season win totals 
in the last 13 years of the program with 16 in 2015 and 18 in 2013. 


Meeting tough competition has brought out great performances by Cougar players. In 2015, there 
were 16 player records written into the WSU Single SeasonTopTen, CareerTopTen and the MatchTop 
Five lists. Kate Sommer, the f rst recruit signed by Greeny, claimed the school digs record with 1,954 
digs in her four-year career. Holt enters her senior season in sixth-place with 1,293 career kills, and is 
eighth in career aces with 91. Holt, the 2013 AVCA Pacif c North Region Freshman of theYear as well 
as an All-Pac-12 Honorable Mention and Pac-12 All-Freshman FirstTeam selection, was a member 
of the 2016 summer Pac-12 All-Star squad that competed in China. Woodford and Casey Schoenlein 
played and Greeny was an assistant coach on the 2016 USA Volleyball’s U.S. Collegiate National 
Team - EuropeTour that won the 12th Annual Global Challenge tournament in Croatia. Tani Stephens, 
a senior defensive specialist, found great success in summer sand volleyball tournaments including 
playing in the AVP Seattle Open. Stephens plans to pursue her graduate degree and play collegiate 
beach volleyball next spring. 


Greeny became the 12th coach in the history of the Cougars volleyball program in March 2011 She 
has compiled a f ve-year record of 69-92 at WSU and has a nine-year career record of 181-116. As 
J ennifer Stinson, Greeny played and coached at WSU during the program’s most successful years 
on the Palouse and when hired, Greeny made a commitment to not only restore the program but to 
take it to the next level of success. 


Under Greeny’s mentoring in 2011, Megan Ganzer became the fourth All-America player in WSU 
history and the f rst selected since 1996. Greeny, and her assistant coach Burdette Greeny, have 
coached eight All-Americans and several players who have had successful professional careers 
including Ganzer (Puerto Rico, Romania, and Germany), Camryn Irwin (Austria and Sweden), Chelsie 
Bettinson (Sweden) and Anile Clemente, a three-time All-American at Lewis-Clark State (Denmark). 


Greeny has also changed the academic culture of the program with nine semesters of a team grade 
point average of 3.0 or better. 


As the head volleyball coach at Lewis-Clark State College (Lewiston, Idaho) from 2007-10, Greeny 
accumulating an impressive 112-24 record (.824) while turning the Warriors’ program into one of the 
premier NAIA teams. She took the reins of a struggling program and led it to success, winning four 
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consecutive Frontier Conference regular season titles and four consecutive berths to the NAIA 
National Tournament. The Warriors f nished in the top 13 in the nation each year and ended the 2010 
season at 31-3 (.912), the best mark in the history of the program. Greeny was a four-time Frontier 
Conference Coach of theYear and the American Volleyball Coaches’ Association’s Northwest Region 
Coach of theYear. 


J ennifer Stinson was a stellar multi-sport athlete at Davenport (Wash.) High. At WSU she became 
the seventh player in WSU history with 1,000 career kills. A three-time All-Pacif c-10 Conference 
selection, Greeny’s statistics are prominent in WSU's all-time career lists ranking third in block 
assists (360), fourth in total blocks (419), and seventh in solo blocks (59). She trained with the 1997 
U.S. National volleyball team. 


Greeny also excelled in the classroom where she was WSU'’s Athlete of theYear in 1998-99. She was 
a CoSIDA DistrictVIII Academic All-America f rst-team and second-team selection her f nal two years 
and was a Pac-10 Volleyball All-Academic selection three times. She received her bachelor’s degree 
in education from WSU in 1999. 


Greeny spent four and one-half years on WSU Head Coach Cindy Fredrick’s volleyball coaching staff. 
At the time of her departure, Greeny had been involved in six of the 10 seasons Cougar volleyball 
qualif ed for postseason action, three as a player and three as an assistant coach. During her 
playing career, WSU was ranked as high as f fth in the country and made the Elite Eight of the NCAA 
Championship Tournament. Greeny was instrumental in WSU’s second and only other appearance 
in the Elite Eight of the NCAA Tournament, in 2002, this time as an assistant coach. 


Greeny and her husband, Burdette Greeny, a former standout pitcher at WSU and an assistant 
volleyball coach at WSU, have two daughters, Lauren and Leah. She is a member of the Pullman 
Regional Hospital Foundation. J en and Burdette Greeny were honored with a City of Pullman Chamber 
of Commerce Walk of Fame plaque in 2015; the 25th plaque in the Famous Sports Figures category 
which honors those who have a positive impact beyond Pullman High School or Washington State 
University. 
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Burdette Greeny, Assistant Coach 


Burdette Greeny may not have originally envisioned a career coaching collegiate 
women’s volleyball but his innate competitive nature and passion to see young peo- 
ple develop to their top potential both on and off the court have made him highly 
successful in this role. 


Greeny joined the Cougar volleyball program in March 2011 as an assistant coach 
after holding the same title at Lewis-Clark State College for three seasons, was one 
of 20 assistant coaches nominated for the 2009 NAIA National Assistant Coach of 
the Year Award, and was promoted to Associate Head Coach in 2010. His recruit- 
wasaingTON STATE ing prowess is evident in the PrepVolleyball.com’s national rankings: the Cougars 
ranked No. 17in recruiting class rankings from 2013-15, including two classes ranked 
among theTop 21: No. 14 in 2013, and No. 21 in 2015, with the 2014 class garnering 
honorable mention accolades. Among Greeny’s WSU recruits are six PrepVolleyball. 
comTop 100 players and two Gatorade State Players of theYear. 


“Burdette Greeny should be credited for much of the hard work in securing these top-ranked recruiting 
classes,” Cougar Head Coach J en Greeny said. “The recruits have said Burdette is easy and fun to talk to, is 
an amazing communicator, and is extremely passionate about Washington State and Pullman. Burdette cares 
not only about a player’s skills in the recruiting process but also about each individual and if they will f tin 
with our team core values. Burdette has emerged as one of the best recruiting coordinators in the country 
and it def nitely shows with the amount of talent and character in his recruiting classes.” 


Head Coach J en Greeny and her staff have led the Cougars to many noteworthy accomplishments. WSU has 
had the best two-season win totals in the last 13 years of the program with 16 in 2015 and 18 in 2013. In f ve 
years, Greeny’s WSU teams have posted a 51-8 non-conference record. The 2015 WSU team, with only one 
senior, received votes in the AVCA Top 25 poll in two different weeks. 


In 2015, there were 16 player records written into WSU’s Single SeasonTop Ten, CareerTopTen and the Match 
Top Five lists, by four different players in four different positions. Kate Sommer, the f rst recruit signed by the 
Greenys, claimed the school digs record with 1,954 digs in her four-year career. Kyra Holt, a 2015 All-Pac-12 
selection and member of the 2016 summer Pac-12 All-Star ChinaTour, enters her senior season in sixth-place 
with 1,293 career kills. McKenna Woodford, a 2015 Pac-12 All-Freshman team honoree, and Casey Schoenlein 
played and J en Greeny was an assistant coach on the 2016 USA Volleyball’s U.S. Collegiate National Team - 
EuropetTour that won the 12th Annual Global Challenge tournament in Croatia. 


Burdette Greeny assisted his wife, J en, at Lewis-Clark State College from 2007-10, coordinating recruiting, 
strength, conditioning and mental training, academic progress, the V-Club, and on-court skill technique coach- 
ing duties. 


Greeny was an all-league selection in both basketball and baseball at Port Angeles High School and was 
drafted by the NewYork Mets in the 32nd round but instead played both sports atTtacoma Community College 
(1993-95). He pitched for Washington State in 1997 and signed as a free agent with the Milwaukee Brewers 
before the 1998 draft and was with the organization for two seasons. Burdette Greeny earned a degree in 
humanities with an emphasis in English from WSU in 1999. 


He was the head coach in the Pullman American Legion Baseball organization (2000-07) where his teams 
won two regular season titles, one district title, and made the f rst appearance by a Pullman team at the state 
tournament since 1968. He spearheaded the development of the Palouse Summer Series, bringing some of 
the best legion teams in the state and Canada to Pullman. He was the recipient of the 2005 Pullman Chamber 
of Commerce STAR (Supporting Tourism and Recreation) Award. 


Burdette is married to WSU's head coach J en Greeny, and they have two daughters, Lauren and Leah. J en 
and Burdette Greeny were honored with a City of Pullman Chamber of Commerce Walk of Fame plaque in 
2015; the 25th plaque in the Famous Sports Figures category which honors those who have a positive impact 
beyond Pullman High School or Washington State University.

Shannon Wyckoff Hunt joined the Cougar volleyball program as a volunteer coach in 
August 2011 and was promoted to assistant coach in the spring of 2013. Her ability to 
hone the skills and techniques of the Cougar defense directly contributed to teams 
that have produced the best two-season win totals in the last 13 years of the program 
with 16 in 2015 and 18 in 2013, and a 51-8 non-conference record. 


_ Under Hunt's guidance, libero Kate Sommer, the f rstWSU recruit by the Greeny staff, 
claimed the school digs record with 1,954 digs in her four-year career. Sommer’s 
season totals of 521 digs (2014), 495 digs (2013), 479 digs (2015), and 459 digs (2012) 
rank fourth, sixth, seventh and ninth-best in WSU’s single season school records. The 
Cougars held their 2015 opponents to a .190 hitting percentage average, the lowest 
since the 2002 season. 


Hunt was an outstanding student and athlete at WSU from 1994 through 1997, and a teammate of Greeny. 
During Hunt’s collegiate career the Cougars volleyball team played all four years in the NCAA Championship 
Tournament and advanced to the Elite Eight once and to the Sweet Sixteen once. 


She was the f rstWashington State player to reach 1,000 kills and 1,000 digs in a career. Her 1,254 career digs 
was the WSU all-time list leader from 1997 until 2008 and is currently second-best all-time. Hunt tallied 1,051 
career kills which was f fth-best at the time and now ranks ninth-highest in school history. In addition, her ca- 
reer 83 service aces total is ranked 11th-best at WSU. 


Hunt competed at Prairie High near Vancouver, Wash., and was the state volleyball Player of the Year three 
consecutive years - twice in AA and once in AAA. She was the f rst four-time all-league selection in the his- 
tory of the Greater St. Helens League. The Falcons’ volleyball team f nished fourth three times in the state 
championships. Her senior year Prairie also won the state AAA Academic title. Hunt was a starter on the Nike 
Northwest J uniors Club team all f ve years she played. 


At Washington State, Hunt started on the left side as a freshman and missed only six matches in the starting 
lineup, due to injury, during her four-year career. As a sophomore Hunt's 376 digs led team and 3.72 digs per 
game was third-best in conference. She set a school record with 32 digs in a match at South Florida in 1995. 
She was named to two all-tournament teams as a junior and was an important cog in the Cougars’ advancing 
to the NCAA Championships Elite Eight. As a senior, Hunt continued amassing kills and digs as an outside hit- 
ter, earned two more all-tournament honors, and helped lead the Cougars to the Sweet Sixteen at the NCAA 
Championships. 


Hunt was recognized for her academic excellence with Pac-10 All-Academic second team and honorable men- 
tion selections as well as being named to the GTE/CoSIDA District VIII Academic All-America Teams three 
times. 


After graduating from WSU in the spring of 1998 with a degree in education, Hunt taught at the elementary 
level in the Vancouver, Wash., and coached volleyball at Heritage High and Hockinson High Schools. 


Prior to returning to WSU Hunt taught and coached in the Vancouver, Wash., area for a dozen years. She was 
the head volleyball coach at Prairie High School in Brush Prairie, Wash., for the 2000 through 2003 seasons 
where she tallied a state championship tournament berth and had three players advance from prep to colle- 
giate volleyball careers. She was inducted into the Prairie High School Hall of Fame in J anuary of 2015. 


Hunt moved to the newly constructed Hockinson High School, also in Brush Prairie, Wash., where she was the 
head volleyball coach from 2004 through 2010. At Hockinson, Hunt led two Hawks’ volleyball teams to state 
championship tournaments and had f ve players play collegiately after their prep volleyball careers. 


Hunt lives in Pullman with her husband J oe, and their sons Grayson and Austin.

Katie Hinrichs (pronounced 
hen-ricks) joined the Cou- 
gar volleyball staff in J une 
2011 after an outstanding 
prep and collegiate play- 
ing career. As operations 
coordinator, Hinrichs ar 
ranges all the team travel 
and meals, administers the 
video analysis and scout- 
ing service, and coordinates the student-athletes in 
promotional and community activities. Her duties 
also include managing the Little Spikers youth clin- 
ics and the summer camps held on campus. 


Hinrichs played libero for WSU Head Coach Jen 
Greeny at Lewis-Clark State College and during her 
career the Warriors tallied 112 wins and 24 losses, 
won four regular season and post-season Frontier 
Conference titles, and advanced to the national 
NAIA Championship Tournament all four years. Hin- 
richs, a three-year team captain, had school-record 
performances including digs in a match with 41 
against Doane at the 2009 NAIA Tournament, single- 
season digs (561 in 2010), and her 1,585 career digs 
is second-best all-time at LCSC. She was a four-time 
Frontier Conference All-Academic selection. She re- 
ceived her bachelor’s degree in Business Adminis- 
tration from LC State in 2011. 


Hinrichs is a native of Pullman, Wash., and a stand- 
out student-athlete at Pullman High School. She 
earned three varsity letters playing volleyball for} en 
Greeny at PHS where the Greyhounds accumulated 
an 84-12 record. She earned frst-team All-Great 
Northern League honors as well as all-state honors 
as a junior and senior. The PHS volleyball team won 
its f rst state volleyball championship in 2005 and 
placed in the top eight in 2006 and 2007. Hinrichs was 
a guard on the basketball team and led her squads 
to a state third-place and league champion f nishes. 
She started all four years at shortstop on the PHS 
softball team, earning four all-league honors and 
all-state as a senior. Hinrichs was named 2007 PHS 
Female Athlete of theYear. 


The Hinrichs family is comprised of many WSU al- 
ums who were also outstanding student-athletes in 
baseball and track. 


Hinrichs is also the Palouse Area Club Volleyball 
(PAC-V) Director and coaches the U18 squad.
